The effect of Ju dge le a th ­ 
ers’ decision was to hold the anti- 
cigarette law constitu tional in so far 
as It applies to selling or giv ing away 
cigarettes within the borders of the 
state. 
To that degree It applies, he 
said, to smoker and dealer, bu t he de­ 
clared that when a person Imports 
cigarettes in original packages from 
another state he is engaged in Inter­ 
state commerce and he cannot he pro­ 
hibited by the action of the legisla 
tu re. 
He cannot, howev er, permit any 
of the cigarettes to get ou t of his pos­ 
session when the original package ia 
broken. 
He mu st not sell or giv e 
any away u nder the same penalty as 
the new law prov ides for dealers who 
sell to the pu blic.

pressed the opinion that cigarettes are 
a commercial article, and as the su 
preme cou rt of the United States has 
decided that the right of a citizen to 
carry on interstate commerce is con 
ferred by the federal constitu tion, it 
cannot be controlled or limited by the 
state.

Au thoritativ e information receiv ed 
from Norwegian circles represents the 
irtjorlty of Norwegians as opposed to 
giv ing the throne to a prince of the 
hou se of Bernadotte. It is stated that 
If King Oscar shou ld definitely refu se 
the throne for a member of his family, 
and that if the Danish royal family 
shou ld likewise refu se to place one of 
Its princes on it, Norway will become 
a repu blic, and that this is fav ored 
by the mass of the popu lation.

Beyond dem­ 
onstrations of loyalty to the throne, 
there is no sign here that anything 
u nu su al has happened. 
All kinds of 
bu siness is continu ed as u su al and 
there is not a single worker less in the 
workshops. 
The crisis is hardly dis­ 
cu ssed among the working classes, 
and where the su bject is discu ssed 
at all there is no word spoken of an 
appeal to arms. 
The u niv ersal v iew 
is that Norway and the Norwegians 
will be the only su fferers. 
King Oscar’s attitu de meets with 
complete approv al, and althou gh hopes 
are expressed that the powers will 
delay recognizing the new kingdom, 
and althou gh the interv al before par­ 
liament meets here may giv e an op­ 
portu nity for some compromise to be 
arranged, It is believ ed that the separ­ 
ation will he peacefu lly consu mmated 
Then the only points of Interest will 
be as to what form of gov ernment 
Norway will adopt and as to the qu es­ 
tion of defense against Ru ssia for 
which an offensiv e and defensiv e alli­ 
ance between Norway and Sweden is 
considered essential. 
It is u nderstood 
that negotiations between 
the two 
cou ntries will he institu ted as soon 
as possible, especially on common 
economic qu estions. 


Zemstv o’s Demand for Peace and Bet­ 
ter Things in Ru ssia. 
St. Petersbu rg, Ju ne 9 .—The v oice 
of the delegates of thg zemstv os and 
of the mu nicipalities demanding in no 
u ncertain tone the immediate conv o­ 
cation of a national assembly to pass 
u pon the qu estion of peace or war. to 
heal Internal strife, and to u nite the 
people for the reju v enation of Ru ssia 
will be heard in the address adopted 
by the all-Ru ssian zemstv o congress 
at Moscow, which a depu tation headed 
by Cou nt Hayden and M. Shtpoff is 
bringing to present to the emperor. 
The docu ment bids fair to become his­ 
tory. 
The cu stomary phrases of re­ 
spect at the opening and the closlns 
are emitted and It is otherwise u ncere­ 
moniou s. employing the direct person­ 
al pronou n. 
The address arraigns the bu reau ­ 
cracy and reminds the emperor that 
his pledge to conv oke a national as­ 
sembly is slow of fu lfillment. 
It says 
the cou ntry is on the v erge of civ il 
war. and ev en v entu res to criticise a 
royal 
measu re, contrasting the In­ 
crease of the police power by the 
u kase issu ed last Su nday with a weak­ 
ening of the adm inistrativ e process 
which the cou ntry had been led to ex 
pect. 
The address u rges the su mmoning 
of a national assembly that the war 
may become national or cease, and 
conclu des with a solemn reminder of 
the sov ereign’s du ty to God and G 
fatherland and a prayer for action 
before it is too late. 
There is intense interest to learn 
whether the emperor will receiv e the 
bearers of so bold a message cou ched 
in terms su ch as fenv o ne.er before 
been u sed between the emperor and 
his su bjects. 
The address is bu t­ 
tressed with a stream of petitions 
from indiv idu al zerrstv os and mu nici­ 
palities. 
The donnas of n°u rly all 
the principal c’ties hav e addressed 
the throne preying that the represen­ 
tativ es of the people be su mmoned 
at once.
